Premier blames

TEL AVIV, — Prime Minister Golda

— Sen2- 
tor Henry Jackson (Democrat, 
Washington State) Friday offered 
ἃ congressional amendment provi- 
ding $500m. in low-interest finan- 
cing for Israel to buy US.

Senator Tackson, who announced 
Friday he was a candidate for 
the 1972 Democratic presidential no- 
mination, said the amendment would 
be offered to the Defence Depart- 
ment appropriations bill which the 
Senate will take up shortly. 

The Senate foreign aid bill al- 
locates $300m. in military credits 
for Israel. Senator Jackson said his 
amendment was an alternative offer 
tf foreign ald legislation was de- 
layed. He also offered such an 
amendment last year which was 
adopted and signed by President 
Nixon in October 1970. ᾿ 

He said yesterday: “The Admin- 
istration has gone on the false 
assumption that the Soviet Union 
wants peace in the Middle Bast. 

Senator Jackson entered his par- 
ty’s presidential contest with a 
warning against the U.S, withdraw- 
ing from world responsibility. 

The 59-year-old Senator, who ac- 
knowledged that he is an underdog 
in the contest for the presidential 
nomination, said he felt his appeal 
to the middle-of-the-road voter gave 
him a fighting chance. 

He is the third man to formally 
enter the contest, following Senator 
George McGovern and Los Angeles 
Mayor Sam Yorty.

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TRADE UNIONS TAKE A STEP 
TOWARDS INT’L ACTION

OSLO {Ofns). — 
extension of the six-nation 
European Common Market to 
include the four applicant countries, 
Britain, Norway, Denmark and Ire- 
land, will bring in its train a num- 
ber of awkward probjems for various 
institutions. Those who will be par- 
ticularly troubled are the trade 
unions. Having grown up in an era 
of fixed borders and complete na- 
tional sovereignty, they are now 
compelled to act internationally in 
order to deal with big industry which 
has already abolished frontiers. 

Historically, trade unions have 
never found it easy to cooperate in- 
ternationally. To answer the chal- 
lenge of the Common Market, Eu- 
ropean trade unions have attempted 
at various congresses over the past 
year to establish some kind of pan- 
European cooperation. They did not 
Succeed to any measurable extent 
until a conference held in Oslo 
recently, 

This conference agreed in princl- 
Ple to establish some kind of insti- 
tutional cooperation to function with- 
in the framework of general Eur2p- 
ean integration and a worklng group 
was eppointed in order to establish 
the form of such an Institution. Four- 
teen European countries were repre- 
Sented at the conference, eight of 
which — West Germany, Belgium, 
Denmark, ‘Sweden, France, Italy, 
Switzerland, and Britam — were 
appointed to the working group. The 
working group has been instructed 
to draft an agreement that will come 
into force on January 1, 1973, the 
date that Britain is expected to enter 
the Common ‘Market. 

The specific problems facing the 
trade union movement are basically 
two in number. In the first place, 
there is the obvious challenge posed 
by the ability of multi-national em- 
ployers to switch activities across 
borders to meet different labour con- 
ditions. But there is also the less 
obvious, and less talked about ques- 
tion of workers being able to evade 
irksome trade union conditions. It is 
not only a matter of beating the 
multi-national bosses, but of con-

The foundation for these develop- 
ments Ues in a fundamental provi- 
sion of the Treaty of Rome (which 
set up the European Economic Com- 
munity) establishing free movement 
of labour and capital and freedom 
of industrial establishment through- 
out the Common Market. 

Tt is interesting to note that two 
of the countries appointed to the 
working group — Switzerland and 
Sweden — are not candidates for 
EEC membership. This suggests that 
the proposed international trade 
union organization will not only 
deal with the EEC, but the whole 
of Western Europe. 

This in turn suggests that, as far 
as the trade unlons are concerned, 
Hurope, in or out of the Common 
Market, is to be treated as one. 

One of the most intractable pro- 
blems to face European trade union- 
ism is the fragmentation of the 
movement on both ideological aud 
teligious lines. But, if the result of 
the Oslo conference is to be taken 
at face value, these difficulties may 
have been resolved. 


Mr. Ole Aspengren, the chairman 
of the Norwegian trade union move- 
ment, the conveners, said at a 
press conference that the putative 
European organization would include 
‘Communist and Catholic unions, in 
addition to the usual “social demo- 
cratic’ ones. In the long run, he 
said, it was also the intention to 
establish some form of cooperation 
with Eastern Buropean trade unions. 

One point to emerge from the 
meeting was that the British trade 
union movement, despite its appa- 
rently dogmatic opposition to the 
Common Market, (5 in fact prepared 
to work within that organization. 
Mr. Vie Feather, the Trades Union 
Congress General Secretary, who 
was at the meeting, apparently re- 
moved fears which his Huropean 
colleagues had been nursing that his 
movement might boycott the 
Common Market.

It would appear, then, that the 
uropean trade unions have finally 
agreed to work together in the face 
of the extension of EEC. With the 
increased size of the Common Mar- 
ket, the rump of EFTA (the Euro- 
pean Free Trade Association), Swi- 
tzerland, Sweden, Austria and Por- 
tugal, left after the desertion of 
Britain, Norway and Denmark, will 
become economically dependent on 
the BEC to a greater or lesser degree. 

The Oslo conference has been 
watched with some attention by the 
Commission of the EEC in Brussels. 
The administrators of the Common 
Market are by no means averse to 
trade union cooperation across the 
borders. It is a complaint sometimes 
heard in Brussels that the Buropean 
trade unions have not kept pace 
with recent developments and, ‘by 
remaining too divided and national, 
they have sometimes hindered the 
work of European unity. The pro-

For while, 
on the one hand, the cancelation 
of a call for tenders is no light 
matter -(since not only does it 
cause a delay in the construction 
of a vital undertaking, but, and 
mainly. it robs any further call for 
tenders of the element of secrecy 
and fair competition, which is the 
essence of the whole system of 
tenders), on the other hand, if the 
laws and regulations governing tend- 
ers are not strictly and meticulous- 
ly upheld by the courts this would 
only serve to encourage the con- 
tempt and disregard in which many 
authorities and persons in public po- 
sitions hold the law. It is for this 
latter reason, he continued, that 
the High Court had cancelled calls 
for tenders in the past (see H.C. 
273/71, 2 PD. 25/379 and H.C. 
70/69 P.D. 23,430). But the 
‘High Court had also, on other oc- 
Casions, refused to cancel calls for 
tenders, despite the shortcomings In 
the way they were handled, because 
it was satisfied that these short- 
comings had not led to any mis-

Speaking on the courts’ role in 
the social fabrie of the country, he 
said that in the great majority of 
eases the verdicts were the unani- 
mous decision of the court’s presi- 
dent and his two advisers, one rep- 
resenting the employers, the other 
the employed. “I consider the courts 
ideal arbitrators... they represent 
the interests of the parties concerned 
and at the same time have a 
comprehensive view af the case be- 
fore them,” he said. 

Questioned on the delays in ‘the 
courts’ work, Ke pointed out that in 
the first year 8,000 suits had been 
filed, many more than expected. 
This itself was an advance, because 
before the courts’ establishment 
many employees, discouraged by the 
Prospect of litigation in the general 
courts, had waived their rights. Mr. 
Bar-Niv expected that in ea few 
years the flood would subside as 
litigating parties become more fami- 
liar with their rights and obliga- 
tions.

No 
one, he continued, disputed the fact 
that the Tenders Committee of the 
Municipality had conducted their 
calls for tenders in the same un- 
lawful manner for a long time and 
that the petitioners themselves had 
known of this practice, had accept- 
ed it In the past, and had even 
been awarded contracts by way of 
it. It may of course be argued, he 
added, that the fact that they had 
resigned themselves to the malprac- 
tices of the past did not mean that 
the petitioners should continue to 
do so for ever. However, it was ob- 
vious that they had not decided to 
become defenders of the law until 
the point at which they realized 
that they stood only to benefit from 
a cancellation of the call for ten- 
ders because of the irregularities 
of procedure. He was of the opinion 
therefore, held Justice Witkon, that 
the order nist should be discharged.

By DAVID LENNON - 
Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 
More than ten new factories in 
the chemicals field will be set 
up in cooperation with !nternation- 
al companies who will take upon 


themselves the overseas marketing. 


of the. produce as well as supply- 
ing some of the production know- 
how. Finance Minister Pinhas Sa- 
pir was informed of this at the 
conclusion of discussions with over- 
seas bodies following the recent 
Chemicals Week. 

Among the factories will be a 
pharmaceuticals mix plant, one pro- 
ducing cleaning material for plas- 
ties, and chemical industries pro- 
ducing for building and for agri- 
culture. In addition a large plant 
for the production of antibiotics 
and another for the international 
mar’ Of complete chemical 
installations in developing countries. 

Dr. Moshe _ Mandelbaum, head 
of the Chemicals Division at the 
Commerce Ministry, also announced 
that the exports of the industry 
have risen 25 per cent in the past 
few months. A large portion of the 
exports go to developing countries. 

The original forecast for the com- 
ing five years saw a 2L250m. 
growth in investments in the in- 
dustry for each of the next five 
years. However, In the light of the 
success of the Chemicals Week it 
seems likely that this forecast will 
have to be revised upwards. Dr. 
Mandelbaum reports that the 
growth of imvestment will be at 
least 20 per cent higher than ex~- 
pected. :

Cambodia 
asks U.N : 


to save. 
temples

BANGKOK (ANS). — Cambodia has 
suggested that the U.N. or a 
mutually acceptable neutral coun- 
try, set up an. international body to 
ensure the demilitarization and 
neutralization of the Angkor Wat 
temples, now surrounded by Com- 
munist forces. 

The appeal was made to UN. 
Secretary-General U Thant by the 
Cambodian permanent representative 
to the UN., Truong Cang. in a 
letter dated October 27, for circu- 
lation to members. 

It suggested that the interna- 
tional body be headed by either 
Unesco or 8 neutral country accent: 
able to both sides. 

“The neutral country or coun- 
tries concerned shall be, in the 
order of preference, Switzerland, 
Denmark or Austria,” Mr. Truong 
wrote. ὦ 

The suggestion came shortly after 
reports that- artillery had damaged 
some of the outer edges of the 
temples, an architectural wonder 
built between the 9th and 12th cen- 
turies. 

Mr. Truong also suggested me- 
ithods of demilitarizing the whole 
{complex from the wooded park ex- 
cending for one km. heyond the 
i outer by-pass road, with the excep- 
jtion of the airport enclave.

military operations in the Angkor 
area in the past two years, there 
is an increasing fear that the temple 
ruins may one day he engulfed in 
the war. 

About 500 workers are believed 
to have started reconstruction work 
on part of the main temple. They 
are apparently allowed into the area 
by the occupying Communist forces. 

The renovation team is headed by 
the park's 45-year-old French 
curator, Bernard-Philippe Groslier, 
who travels into the area freely 
with his French assistant. 

Informed sources here said the 
temples have remained largely un- 
| affected by military action, since 
bombing and artillery raids on the 
North Vietnamese there are forbid- 
den.

Weizman lawyer 
claims police 
tests were faulty 


TEL AVIV, Counsel for the 
defence of Herut Executive chair- 
man Ezer Weizman, on trial before 
the District Court here on charges 
of having caused the death of ἃ 
pedestrian due to oegligent driving, 
spent most of Friday morning's 
session attempting to establish that 
police tests made after the accident 
were faulty.

wages were adjusted upwards.” 

The second stage of his work 
was to permit price increase only 
on those items in which there [5 
an imported element, and to eén- 
sure that the increase was limi- 
ted to the amount justified by the 
devaluation. The final, current stage 
is to ensure that prices are kept 
at the permitted level, and not 
edged upwards by manufacturers 
and sellers. 

One of the chief tactics which 
Dr. Mandlebaum and his team em- 
ployed was te work on what he 
describes as the “price leaders.” 
These are the large companies who 
control major portions of the mar- 
kets. “Once we get them to keep 
their prices stable, or to raise them 
only fractionally, the rest of the 
market has to follow suit; no small 
business caa put his prices up high- 
er than his larger competitor." 

The arrangements were general- 
ly made with the “price leaders" 
through administrative arrange- 
ments, such as the waiving of the 
surcharge on stocks provided that 
prices remained stable. This tactic 
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1972 could see price stability, 


has worked 
Mandlebaum points with same piea- 
sure to the fact that U.S. President 
Nixon's economists are planning to 
use a similar method for control- 
ling prices there. 

Not only have prices been kept in 
check, but discounts have once 
again become a feature of Israeli 
commercial transactions. Shops 
which suspended discounts in Au- 
gust and September have reverted 
ta this form of attracting sales. 
he noted. 

His optimistic forecast for stable 
prices next year is based on a πιπὶ- 
ber of factors. The world prices of 
raw materials should drop next 
year foNowing a pericd of rising 
prices, If wages are kept to the 
level proposed by the Finance Min- 
ister (that [s, am eight per cent 
C-o-L rise, plus a one-third cut io 
the Defence Loan. plus cancelia- 
tion of the Savings Loan), ana if 
manufacturers’ demands are kept in 
check, this — coupled with a res- 
tricted national budget — should 
permit price stability during 1972. 

However, he warns. if any of 
these factors breaks loose, there is 
no hope of keeping prices down. 

While the peak of his own work 
hag passed, Dr. Mandiebaum he- 
eves that some form of price re- 
gulation will have to be continued. 
“It's something you have to have 
in a modern economy, After all, 
it’s not true that the free market 
determines the price of goods in 
@ country ike ours; if a large pro- 
ducer decides to ralse his price.

Tourists spent 
more this year, 
Sha’‘ari says 


Jerusalem Pasi Economic Reporter 
Tourists spent 70 per cent more 
on purchases in Israel during the 


first half of 1971 than they did in. 


the same period last year. Deputy 
Tourism Minister Yehuda Sha’ari 
told a gathering of owners of Listed 
tourist shops in the north over 
the week-end. 

Sales to tourists totaled $18.6m. 
for January-June, compared to 
$1im. in the first six months of 
1970. In addition, he noted, the per- 
centage of the tourists’ total outlay 
Spent on purchases rose by four 
per cent, to 27.4 per cent. 

It is also reported from the Min- 
istry that total income from tour- 
ists in the first half of the year 
reached $68m., compared to $46.6m. 
in January-June 1970 — an increase 
of 46 per cent. 

Expenditure per capita also rose, 
though less dramatically, by just 
over slx per cent: the average tour- 
ist spent $255 during his stay.

The first boy was hurt when a 
group of orthodox Jews from the 
Mea She'arim quarter at 3.00 p.m.

— The electoral reform 
proposal endorsed by the Labour 
Party Leadership Bureau last Thurs- 
day apparently has little chance of 

passing in the Knesset. 

Mapam, the Labour Party's Align- 
ment partner, has reiterated its op- 
position to the measures — a pri- 
vate members bill to be submitted 
by Deputy Minister Gad Ya’acobi. 
It calls for the adoption of a mixed 
constituency and proportional elec- 
toral system. 

Mapam's poltlcal secretary, Naf- 
tali Feder, yesterday. said his party 
would exercise its right under the 
fiigoment agreement to fight the 


Mr. Avraham Ofer, Lebour MK, 
voiced his opposition to the measure 
on yesterday's “Weekly Newsreel” 
radio programme. Mr. Ofer said 
that, as the Labour Party did not 
have a majority in the Knesset, the 
presentation of such a bill would be 
@ meaningless gesture. Mr. Ya'aco- 
bi, speaking on the same pro- 
gramme, sharply disagreed, saying 
that Labour was duty-bound to go 
on record for electoral change, 
which he claimed hed wide public 
support, : 

Tt {s believed that the Labour 
Party will be unable to muster a 
majority for the bill, even if Xs 48 
Knesset votes are augmented by four 
votes from the State List, four 
votes of Arab and Druse iabour- 
affiliated members, and possibly the 
two votes of the Free Centre. 

In any case, an electoral reform 
bill calls for a special majority in 
the Knesset. Labour would be able 
to muster such a majority If the 


Liberal Party honoured its election 
campaign commitment to electoral 
reform. However, the Herut wing 
of Gahal is bitterly opposed to 
electoral reform. The Liberal Party 
Executive chairman, Dr. Elimelech 
‘Rimak, said yesterday that as much 
as he would Hke to vote for Mr. 
Ya'’acobi’s bill, his party must defer 
to Herut’s wishes in order tto keep 
Gahal intact. 

Both the NRP. and LLP. 
spokesmen reiterated their parties’ 
lmown opposition to changing the 
proportional electoral system — the 
NRP. for fear of losing its bar- 
gaining position, and the LLP. for 
fear of disappearing altogether. The 
smaller opposition parties are 
vehemently opposed — Rakeah (New 
Communists) regarding it as an 
anti-Communist plot and Ha'olam 
Hazeh as “a plot of the tired old 
men of the tired old parties against 
the ascendancy of younger men in 
‘Israeli politics.” 

(Mr. Ya’acobi is younger than Mz. 
Uri Avneri, M.K., of Ha'olam Hazeh.) 


Von Thadden quits 
as N.P.D. chief 


BONN (Reuter). — Adolf von 
Thadden, Chairman of West Ger- 
many’s National Democratic Party 
(N.P.D.), resigned yesterday, throw- 
ing the extreme right-wing organi- 
zation into disarray.

Sadat's threats very seriously. Should 
Sadat attack us, then his end will 
be the same as in 1967. But we 
want no more wars and no more 
victories because we are extremely 
sensitive to the price that’ has to 
be paid in human life... 

“Sadat talks of sacrificing a mil- 
lion soldiers —- whereas I am not 
ready to sacrifice even the toenail 
of an Israeli boy... That sort of 
mentality is horrifying and explains 
the source of the conflict. How 
dare 8 man talk ike that to the 
mothers of Egypt? What kind of a 
leader is he thet he feeds his people 
with promises of casualtles?” 

“She wondered why the Mirages in 
Gaddafl's hands that would be at 
Egypt's disposal were not considered 
when Rogers calculated the balance 
of arms. The Prime Minister de- 
clared: “We have a good intelligence 
corps, and the Americans have a 
very good one too, and they know 
that we know what arms the Hgyp- 
tlans possess. Now Rogers announces 
that the research material at his 
disposal dealt with the arms balance 
up to November 1 — and that 
until then Israel's position was all 
right. Now they are admitting that 
since then the Soviets have supplied 
the Egyptians with Tupolevs ...3 
have confidence that 'U.S. intelli- 
gence will soon clarify whet thet 
means.” 

At various junctures, the Premier 
dwelt on the long-standing friend- 
ship of the UiS. for Israel, Despite 
that, Israel had to stand up for its 
national interests and oppose what 
endangered it, she said.
